"I have been directed by Mr. 
J. C. Mcliuer, K.C., director, to 
forward you a copy of the results 
of the examinations held at the 
fall term of the Ontario Provin- 
cial and Municipal Police Train- 
ing School, Toronto, from Oct. 
,31 to Nov. 20, 103B. 

"You will note that the scope 
of the examinations has been ex- 
tended. Tin's is due to the fact 
that the curriculum of study was 
divided into four parts, namely, 
police procedure; evidence and 
procedure; criminal law and gen- 
eral statues; and educational. 

"In these examinations the | 
pass miirk was 50 per cent, and 
in my opinion Constable Mount, 
by attaining 75 per cent marks, 
did exceedingly well, especially 
when we consider any constable 
attaining 00 per cent marks as 
outstanding. 

"In Toronto, the passing of these 
examinations is regarded as a 
'nullification for promotion, but 
does not give any prescriptive 
right to promotion. Officers are 
Rejected for promotion according 
to the degree in which they prove 
themselves to he suitable for tin* 
responsibilities of higher rank by 
their excellence of character, fid- 
el iiy, zeal, initiative, standard of 
inuctical efficiency and qualities 
of leadership. 

"It is on accepted fact that In 
older to cope with present-day 
conditions it is essential Unit 
police officers bo more thorough- 
ly trained in their duties, and 
while police duties in general 
must he learned through the ap- 
plication of practical experience, 
a sound theoretical knowledge of 
police work is necessary, and I 
feel that whenever possible, 
every police officer should attend 
n course similar to that provided 
by this school."

Tragedy spoiled Christmas fes- 
tivities at the home of Mrs. John 
Campbell, Newmarket, when her 
son, Norman Wood, 16, who was 
employed on the farm of Cecil 
.Sedore, near Keswick, crashed 
through thin ice while skating on 
Lake Simcoe on Friday evening i wo spent 
and was drowned. 

The hoy and two companions, 
Fred Crittenden, 17, and Lome 
Sedore, 17, had skated along the 
Maskinonge River from the 
Sedore farm, and leaving his two 
friends at the mouth of the 
river he skated out into the lake. 
Starting to return to the Keswick 
shore, he crashed through the ice 
about a quarter of a mile frpm 
shcrt*. He struggled in the icy 
water for some time, while those 
who heard his cries made frantic 
attempts to reach him. They 
were able to locate him by the 
flashlight he carried, but were 
unable to gel anything out on 
the paper thin ice from which to 
reach the boy. 

Pinollv a boat, owned by 
George York, was obtained and 
brought by truck from a mile 
south. When the rescuers finally 
reached the boy with the boat, 
he was in seven feet of water, 
and they were able to pull him 
out with a boathook. In his 
struggles, the lad had cut a path 
of open water about 75 feet long, 
toward the shore. 

Rescuers worked over the boy 
for an hour, in an attempt to re- 
vive him, when doctors said that 
there was no use continuing. 

Mr. Sedore and the hoy's two 
companions said that the boy had 
ignored warnings that the ice 
was unsafe. 

Among the rescue party .were 
Austin Huntley, Arthur Pollock, 
Clarence Sedore, Orvnl King, 
Ethan Morion, Clarence Clayton, 
Aubrey Sedore, Frank White and 
Stewart Mninprize. 

Coroner Dr. J. C. It. Edwards 
stated that there would he no in- 
quest.

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IN THE YEAB OF OUR IMAGINATION 1959 

It was New Year's Eve in the year 1958. The 
Smith family sat about the sitting-room ol their 
comfortable home on Botsford St. They were 
discussing the year that had then nearly taken 
flight and the wisdom of fortifying themselves 
with resolutions for better living in the new year 

of 1959. 

"It is hard to believe that another year has 
gone so soon." said Mrs. Smith. "What a year it 
lias been too. There was that dreadful monetary 
crisis that might have caused so much disaster." 

"And the business recession too, just when we 
thought we were getting out of the big depress- 
ion," added Mr. Smith. "Do you know what I 
think?" 

"No. what?" chorused several members of the 

family. 

"Well. I am reminded of the year 1938, 20 years 
ago." Mr. Smith answered. "You wouldn't re- 
member, but your mother will. We were just 
getting out of a big depression at that time, a 
depression caused as an aftermath of the great 
war of 1914-18. just as this depression has been 
caused as an afternmath of the great armament 
race of 1930-1940. You know the world can't 
throw away materials and engage in wasteful and 
essentially useless production without somehow, 
sometime paying the price." 

"You're getting sidetracked, Dad," said the 
oldest daughter, Mary. "Why are you reminded 
of the year 1938?" 

"Well, that was the year of a great crisis too," 
answered her father. "Heavily armed, the nations 
of Europe were dangerously near war. They had 
managed to stay out of the Spanish civil war, 
and then the fascist regime in Germany — you'll 
have read about Hitler and the Nazis in your his- 
tory books, I think — demanded the dismember- 
ment of Czechoslovakia. It was dreadfully hum- 
iliating for the democracies of France and Britain 
to break their treaty obligations to protect that 
little country, but most people at that time 
believed that it was the means of averting a war. 
1 think it turned out to be the wisest in the long 
run. If there had been another, greater war, a 
year or two later. Neville Chamberlain would 
have gone down in history as a weakling, but, as 
you know, there have been no major wars and 
now a war is almost an impossibility. He may 
have prevented the worst war in history." 

"What do those words, 'fascist' and 'Nazi/ 
mean?" asked Ruth, the youngest daughter. 

"Twenty years ago they meant a trial of the 
theory that one head is better than two, but today 
they mean nothing," was the answer. "But I 
think this past year has been similar to 1938, and 
that the coming year may be like 1939." 

"What was 1939 like?" 

"Well, that v/as a year. Business was much 
better than in the previous year. The world sit- 
uation became less tense. A movement v/as 
launched to lessen trade barriers between nations. 
Men began to be regarded as assets again rather 
than liabilities. There v/as still unemployment 
but decidedly less. Business men became more 
confident. The people began to use more goods. 
Farmers got a little better price for their produce. 
They were able to spend more money and the 
wheels of industry quickened. 

'The principal difference v/as a new spirit 
abroad. International hate and fear seemed to be 
on the wane. Political jealousies and ambitions 



were lost in n new wave of public service. Adult 
educational movements got a new impetus. The 
Ontario department of education's practical 
projects curriculum in the public and high schools 
got into its swing. The provincial minister of 
agriculture, Hon. Michael Dewmt, gave concrete 
help to rural adult education and the co-operative 
movement. 

. "There wns a new spirit abroad, Kight in our 
own town people shook off the di$couragcinent of 
the depression years and went lo work. It.AVos 
an old home reunion year for Newmarket, tfojfly 
in the year the town council called on citizens for 
suggestions for inexpensive improvements to our 
town. Everybody got interested. Already in 1937 
and 1938 many people had fixed up and painted 
their homes, but In 1939 they 'outdid both those 
years. Carpenters and painters were going full 
time. People got out their hammers and iiaifS 
and, paint-brushes. I»a wns and gardens were 
wonderful. 
'♦It was in 1930 thai the town council started 

the municipal garbage collection scheme. 

"It was in 103!) that our now wide Main St. was 
laid out. The council passed a by-law providing 
that all new store fronts had to be set back a cer- 
tain distance on each side of the street. No one 
realized at that time that there would be so many 
changes in 20 years, and now yon know what a 
lovely street we have. There are still a few 
buildings that may not be changed for another 20 
years but the future of our town as a business 
centre has been assured. 

"There has been such a tremendous increase in 
motor-cars too that it was providential thai we 
had such a far-sighted council back in 1930. 

'That was the year too that juvenile hockey 

got started in Newmarket. The idea was lo give 
the little shavers a chance to learn hockey. There 
was also the school kids* hockey as in former 

years. And then in the summer there was a cor- 
ner-lot kids' Softball league. The idea of training 
athletes and developing physical health seemed to 
catch hold. It was only a few years later that the 
citizens voted in favor of employing a full-time 
recreational director for the town. The recrea- 
tional director and the public health nurse, also 
engaged about that time, have both well repaid 
the town in happier and healthier citizens. 

"In those days state medicine was just being 
talked about. People didn't enjoy anything like 
as good health as they do today. People might 
have some disease just starting, but they wouldn't 
go to a doctor, because they felt that they couldn't 
afford it, until it was too late to prevent its 
spread to other people. Of course, we know a lot 
more about public health today than we did then. 
Our doctors are far more concerned today with 
prevention than with cure." 

"You've made quite a speech, Dad," said Mrs. 
Smith. "What about the New Year's resolutions, 
children?" 

"Let's resolve to do our bit to make 1959 an 
outstanding year like 1939," said John, hitherto 
silent. And so it was agreed by all. 



WHY WASN'T CANADA AT LIMA?

X>ast year there was a move 
In the Stouffvllle ar^a for an 
educational approach toward the 
.(fcvelopment of their buying club 
into an established co-operatt7e, 
operating on Hoehdale principles, 
v/ith a v/arehouse and full-time 
manager. Several small groups, 
mostly composed of men, metj 
regularly during the winter, j 
There v/as evidence of a great j 
deal of interest and of plenty fft\ 

leadership. 
Thi3 year the Stouffville people r 

decided to extend education U>\ 
more people with the objective; 
of action in the early spring. : 
Meanwhile the study groups- 
v/ou!d be valuable for general ; 
education and the development • 
of community spirit. i 

At each of six little cross-road 
neighborhoods in the Stouffvillft 
area farm homes have been open- 
ed for "a series of neighborly 

get-togethers v;here men, worr^n. 
and young people gather to visit- 
and discuss means of community \ 
betterment." A name for the j 
meetings has been borrowed 1 
from some of the successful work ; 

in central United States: they sre ' 
called "Neighbor Nights." 

An evening is chosen. :r> a ■ 
neighborhood. Tr.z host family- 
invites a dozen other families to j 
come and bring light lunch. 
About 3 o'clock community sing- 
ing and house games start. At 
8.45 someone begins a short talk . 
as introduction for the discuscicn 
of the evening. By 9 the gather- 
ing is divided into small groups . 
of from five to eight people each, j 
In one minute each group cheeses j 
from itself a leader for discussion 
and a secretary to report the 
findings. With the guidance of 
two or three questions wheh have I 
been prepared in advance thej 
group talks back and forth fori 

half an hour. 

Another half hour is devoted [ 
to a forum wherein the person j 
who gave the short talk conducts 
discussion on the reports brought 
in by the group secretaries. By I 
10 o'clock the forum gives wayj 
to lunch while the. people con- 
tinue such discussion or visiting 
as they wish. 

The Stouffville area has not 
had a United Fanners club meet- 
ing regularly through the years. 
For the present it seemed better 
to set up informal units than to 
attempt organization. By spring 
these units should decide just 
what they want to do. There is 
n strong feeling in the direction 
of co-operative business develop- 
ment. But it is possible that the 
people may decide also to set up 
some type i>f farm and co-opera- 
tive organization, meeting regu- 
larly for educational purposes. 

There is nothing to prevent a 
United Farmers club from using 
the study groups in a- program, 
for its meetings, similar to that 
being followed around Stouff- 
ville. If attendance al club meet- 
ings does not exceed 30 people 
Iho club can meet in n body. If 
the members are numerous and 
scattered, sectional meetings can 
he held at different centres. Any 
material desired may be discuss- 
ed. In u method so democratic 
one may depend on Ihe people 
to thmw up their most Import- 
ant problems sooner or later and 
conic lo grips with them. 

Willi a little assistance in the 
way of study material any local 
area can develop n vital oduen- 
tionut and social movement 
where men, women, mid young 
people grapple with the prob- 
lems which are determining our 
fulure. Al the same time they 
can bring back that neighborly 
spirit which inspired our plan- 
errs. All that is required is a 
little background in co-operalion 
and n ltd of foresight in initiative.

A report that an exploring 
Aurora housewife had found n 
difference in milk prices in other 
districts, sent the reporter to a 
local dairyman for advice this 
week. 

"The price of milk docs vary 
in different districts," Archie 
Cousins told The Era. "It de- 
pends on what the producers are 
paid for their milk and on what 
grade of milk the regulations 
call for." 

In Guclph. for example, regu- 
lations permit a lower grade of 
milk being sold than is sold in 
Aurora. The milk has less but- 
terfat, and this may be reflected 
in a lower price in that district, 
Mr. Cousins intimated. 

The country is divided into 
•/ones, The Era learned. In each 
zone, producers and dairies get 
together and decide on What 
price will he paid to the farmers 
for their milk. This price, of 
course, affects the price the 
householder has to pay for milk. 

Representatives of the milk 
board sit in on each discussion, 
and once an agreement is reach- 
ed, they 8cc that the rules and 
regulations agreed upon are ob- 
served. After that the dairyman 
has no further say as to what he 
will pay for milk, and very little 
to soy as to what it will be sold 
for, as tho profit is not so much 
per bottle that il would permit 
the dairyman to lower it n cent 
and still stay in business, Mr. 
Cousins said. 

If local dairies lowered their 
milk prices, therefore, it could 
only be done by obtaining an 
agreement with producers to ac- 
cept less for their milk, it was 
Mated.

New Product Is Boast Of 
Aurora Dehydrating Firm 



Company Believes Product 
Will He Good News 

For Bakers 



Good news for housewives is 
coming from the new dehydrat- 
ing plant in Aurora, according to 
H. Swazely, manager of the new 
firm. The news should be good 
for bakers, too, for it comes in 

the form of yeasty 

There are two forms of yeast. 
The Era learns, and while both 
give satisfaction, there are draw- 
backs in their use that are not 
apparent in the new form being 
experimented on in Aurora. 

One form, the semi-moist type, 
works quickly, but keeping qual- 
ities. The hard,, dry type keeps 
well, but with it bread must be 
started at night it it is to be 
baked the following day. If 
the temperature should change 
in the night, the dough might be 

spoiled. 

The new form of yeast, now 
being experimented with in the 
Aurora plant, possesses good 
keeping qualities, and a farmer's 
wife could buy her winter's sup- 
ply in the fall. And it has the 
quick-rising qualities of moist 
yeast. 

One ounce of the yeast makes 
seven loaves, Mr. Swazely states, 
and he has been aided in his ex- 
periments by a local baker.

"I 
feel that as nn Auroran, a Canadian 
and n Britisher I could not do 
better than to urge nil to keep our 
institutions rooted In our grand 
heritage of democracy as repre- 
sented by the British empire,'* he 
concluded. 

"The county council has balanced 
Ha budget for- tho past six years," 
Reeve J. A. Knowles stated, when 
called on to speak. "If this policy 
Is continued for 15 years the county 
will not owe one cent. The county 
mill rate has been reduced from 
0.50 in 1036 to &35 in 1937, and to G.2 
In 1938. 

"We have the lowest county rate 
in the history of tho county of 
York," he declared. Ho foresaw 
action to amalgamate many of the 
municipalities and stated that tho 
municipalities would have to be "on 
their toes" to avoid added burdens. 

Tho total dally flow of Aurora 
water was 310,000 gallons, he 
stated, and pointed out that con- 
sumption was 40,000 under this 
figure. 

"I nm opposed to tho general use 
of water meters here." the rcovo 
stated. "Thoy nro too expensive 
and would not work successfully 
here." 

"The town has been run pretty 
safely this year In some things," 
said Thomas Legge, also n candi- 
date for reeve. Ho criticised the 
county administration of roads, 
though stating thoy hud spent more 
money when ho was at council. 

"They are spending money where 
there is no need for It," ho stated 
and said ho was against tho prac- 
tice of rounding out turns. "Turns 
In a road nro n benefit," ho said. 
"They alow motorists down." 

"The county council Is too largo," 
Mr. Leggc said. "Ninety per cent 
of the ratepayers will tell you tho 

same thing. Unit tho number 

would do the work in half tho, time. 
At half the cost. I would suggest 
lower pay for county councillors. 

•'I was told that X would have 
won tho election last year if I had 
kept my mouth shut," ho stated, 
claiming that ho had been repre- 
sented ns being "against" tho 
Orangemen. "I havo nothing 
against tho Orangeman." ho stated. 

"Wo may not havo spent as much 
money ns county council did on 
roads In Mr. I-eggo's day, but times 
are such that wo must economize," 
stated Doputy-Reovo C. A. Malioy. 
"Wo must economize In public Just 
ns In prlvnto'affalrs," 

Tho doputy-roovo slated that tho 
streots department, of which ho 
was chairman, was Instrumental in 
obtaining a bettor rato for the 
town's liability Insurance duo to 
tho small number of claims this 
year. 

"I will ho a candidate for doputy- 
rcevo," ho Htalod. "If I am not 
elected, I will ho glad to holp out In 
ovory way I can." 

■Tho r olio f department was 
handled as well ns It ovor has boon 
handled*" staled U K. Farr, chair- 
man of tho rollof department and 
also a condldalo for deputy-reeve. 
"My heart goes out from tho vory 
dopths lo those on relief, 

"Relief costs Jumped this year, 
but that was because one of our 
largest Industries did not operate 

much from October to June." 

Mr. Farr stated that, as a mem- 
ber of tho eleotrlo light committee, 
ha had iskod far a l!«t of outitand- 

ing accounts. 

"It was a shock to me to know 
that the town had allowed the 
accounts to jst into the snap* they 
had," he dmiarad, ."Thar* was 
15,100 in an-wn, rsprsMMInf 771 



,l The light department is the only 
department whoso books are 
properly balanced," Mr. Farr con- 
tended. "Arrears are reduced to 
$3,100 and everyone is paying their 
bills. Only one home has lost Its 
light in 1033. 

"Nothing has been done on the 
water accounts," he stated. "If 
elected I will go ahead and clean 
up." 

George Baldwin, chairman of thCj 
electric light department, stated 
that business prevented him from 
running for council again this year. 
He reviewed the work done by his 
department, stating that he had 
attended 50 meetings tn what had 
been a very heavy year for the 
light committee. 

C. E. Sparks, nominated both for 
deputy-reeve and councillor, stated 
that ho would run as councillor. He 
paid tribute to the fire department 
for Its efficiency and for Us 
willingness to assist the town at 

public events Mr. Sparks, chair- 
man of fire and Industrial commit- 
tees, reported also on the new de- 
hydrating firm. Prospects for In- 
creased employment from that 
source would Improve, he stated. 

Dr. E. J. Henderson, cnnlrmnn of 
the property conmmlltce, stated 
that he would run for council 
again. The town arena had Us 
best year since It had been built, ho 
stated. 

John Stuart expressed his views 
on the prospective utilities commis- 
sion. 

"ft would not bo nn Independent 
body, because the mayor would bo 
a member," he stated, and said he 
thought members of the commis- 
sion should give their services free. 
"You will be paying councillors 
next; this Is the thin edge of the 
wedge. 

"I havo had eight years experi- 
ence." Mr. Stuart said. "I'm no 
rubber stamp. I will stand for 
election this year." 

"I am presuming slightly In offer- 
ing my services," A. J. Q. Witson 
stated. "I nm a new man here, but 
X am interested In the town's wel- 
fare. • 

"I am against the by-law. The 
country Is over-governed at tho 
present time. Do we need another 
commission to spend the taxpayers* 
money? We would bo merely 
adding to the tax rate." 

Howard Runn stated thut ho 
would not be a candidate this year. 
"I nm sorry tho hall Is not full," ho 
said. "It should bo full." 

Ross Linton spoke briefly, accept- 
ing his nomination. ' 

C. K. Case stated that, like 
Calvin Coolldgo, "ho did not choose 
fo run." "In view of what Is going 
on botwecn Queen's park and 
Ottawa, It looks as If there may bo 
a vacancy and I wont to bo free to 
tako It. 

"I agree with Mr. Wilson that 
this country Is over-governed," said 
Mr. Coso. "Wo don't need any 
more commissions.** 

'■The council has nothing to do 
with naming tho members of n 
commission." M. L Andrews 
pointed oat. "It Is governed by 
provincial statute." 

Dr. O. W. Williams addressed the 
meeting on tho subject of tho by- 
law. "I agree that wo arc over- 
governed," ho snld. "But haw would 
yon like to have a business of 
$40,000 or $50,000 administered by n 
committee of council who havo no 
great knowledge of this work? 

"I am not finding fault with tho 
present committee, but a commis- 
sion would save Aurora far more 
than they would pay thorn. Wo 
should not be misled by tho state- 
ment thnt wo nro over-governed," 
Dr. Williams concluded. 

George Untdwln, chairman of tho 
light department, expressed his 
agreement with Dr. Williams. A 
commission would mean that mon 
could bo appointed for several 
years to the work and thus ho 
given a chance to learn something 
about It. he said. At present there 
wero different men on tho light 
commtleo each year, 

P. M. Thompson also stated that 
ho favored tho passing of tho 
utilities commission bylaw. Ho 
would not expect men to run n 
$10,000 business for nothing, ho 
said. No one should expect a mon 
to work GO nights for nothing. Tho 
by-law was a step toward n strong 
business administration, Mr, 
Thompson declared. 

Lor no Leo, town solicitor, 
thanked tho mooting fur his 
appointment to the position. 'T 
promise you my best," ho stated. 

"I am certainly in favor of ln<> 
Utilities commission," said Howard 
Utann, spenklng for tho second time. 
"You will certainly save money and 
you will get bettor government of 
your utilities. How cun tho mayor 
ovor-mlo tho commission when ho 
Is only ono of throe men on it?" 

"Aro members of the commission 
pnid out of tho department's funds, 
or out of luxes?" asked Keovo 
Knowles. 

"Out of funds," the chairman 
stated. 

P. D. Lncoy expressed his thanks 
to the light department for their 
work.

can feel that our economic inter- 
ests are the interests of the great 
majority of our fellow country- 
men, and that in working for our 
own interests we may still have 
that sustaining feeling of social 
righteousness. Nevertheless, it 
does not do not to recognize that 
there are those whose interests 
do conflict with the interests of 
the majority. It is not that they 
could not find common interests 
with us all, but that they choose 
to put first interests which con- 
flict, and to that extent they rep- 
resent reaction rather than social 
progress. 

Just like the rest of us, these 

folks believe that their interests 
ore the interests of everybody, 
and because they so manifestly 
believe in themselves they too 
often convince us that they arc 
right. Their belief in themselves 
and their confident opinions, 
inspiring our confidence, coupled 
with an economid power out of 
proportion to their numbers, 
usually prevail. It Is true that 
. this is a democracy, and that 
I we have far more voles than 
they, but all our votes avail 
us nothing when we do not 
recognize reaction, which pre- 
sents itself as a friend, and ever 
in a new disguise. 

Give us the power to recognize 
reaction. Every time we read 
critically an article or a book on 
an economic problem, every time 
we argue an economic question 
with a neighbor, we are develop- 
ing our power to distinguish be- 
tween reaction and progress. 
I And of course there is always 
room for honest difference of 
opinion as to what is progress 
and what reaction. 

I^»t us consider Iwo of the 
latest manifestations of reaction. 
First is the campaign being 
waged against the increase in 
government services or, as some 
may wish to look at U, the in- 
crease in taxation. Quite a few 
prominent persons have taken up 
this cry, and one newspaper 
exponent of this explanation of 
man'* economic ills says: "Gov- 
ernments in Canada arc approp- 
riating about one-quarler of all 
Iho people earn for administra- 
tion and the maintenance of ser- 
vices, nnd besides have plunged 
the country into debt exceeding 



^ h 



more postage stamps sold and 
more letters carried or more 
hydro-electric power sold or the 
cost of administering marketing 
legislation. In short, this campaign 
lakes no account of whether the 
taxes arc reasonable payment for 
services rendered. 

In a "series of 21 brief analy- 
tical articles" there was no anal- 
ysis of the debt of $7,000,000,000, 
already referred to, how much of 
it represents federal war debt, 
incurred by a government with 
public approval, or how much of 
it represents real assets such as 
schools, libraries, public build- 
ings, pavements, public utilities. 
There is no explanation that 
some members of the community, 
well able to do so, pay consider- 
ably more than 50 cents in taxes 
out of each dollar they earn and 
that therefore some of us must 
pay less than the 25 cents men- 
tioned. And, as already said, 
there Is no explanation of how 
much of that 15 or 20 cents we 
pay is for postage stamps, use of 
highwnys (gasoline and motor 
license taxes), or for electricity 
or water, or for old-age pensions 
and mother's allowances. 

The voice is the voice of pro- 
gress, but the hand is the hand 
of reaction, wanting a reduction 
in income taxes and succession 
duties and the discontinuance of 
"non-essential services." Gov- 
ernments arc still to have "funds 
for essential services such as pro- 
tection, health and education." 
And here is a second manifesta- 
tion of reaction, in the growing 
demand, given a groat impetus 
by the recent war crisis, for "pro- 
tection* or armaments. Arma- 
ments are not in the interests of 
the majority. -They mean war, 
and war means profits for the 
few and tragedy for the many. 
How can we have increased arm- 
aments and decreased taxation 
nnd still have progress?
